Business, aS a whole, in the Unit- 
ed States, for the year 1934, showed 
improvement. Business failures were 
greatly reduced, both in numbers 
and amount of liabilities. Farm in- 
eome for the year was the best since 
1930 (Government bonuses repre- 
senting only a small proportion of 
these returns.) Staple commodity 
prices showed a substantial rise; in- 
dustrial corporation earnings in- 
creaesd materially; and the total 
savings in banks showed an increase 
for the first time since 1930. 

Forecast for the year 1935 indi- 
cates an improvement in business 
volume for the first four months. 
Any prediction for the balance of 
the year would be a wild guess. Teh 
major problems that have a drect 
pearing on the return of prosperity 
are still unsolved. I refer to the 
unemployment situation; legislative 
and tax uncertainties; Government 
spending program; stabilization of 
the currency, and the influence oi 
inflation.

Safety Effort Cites 
Intersection Rules 


Greatest danger in traffic lurks 


at intersections, where seventy 
per cent of accidents occur. 
Launching a renewed effort to 


combat the threat of 


increased 
traffic deaths and injuries during 
1935, the Public Safety Depart- 
ment of the California State Au- 
tomobile Association will center 
attention during January on the 
greatest point of hazard—the in- 
tersection. 

Analysis of accidents, says a 
statement by the motorists organ- 
announcing the effort, 
proves that caution at crossings 
of streets or highways is the out-

travel. 

“Too many drivers approaching 
an intersection gamble upon the 
chance that some other motorist 
will not be attempting to cross at 
time,’ the statement 
declares. ‘Many motorists are in- 
clined to travel through intersec- 
tions at an unsafe This 
lack of particularly 
dangerous at ‘blind’ intersections 
where the view is ob: 
structed.” 

In cooperation with local safety 
groups the Automobile Associa- 
tion will conduct a series of edu- 
cational efforts stressing the need 
tor careful driving at interxsec- 
tions. Regard for the legal speed 
limit and for right of way rules 
at such points will be urged.
